VAN ALPHAN’S FINAL WHISTLE 


Dick van Alphen 
(1938-2009) 


Dick van Alphen, who died 
this week, was one of a group 
of high quality European 
players who transformed the 
game in Australia in the late 
1950s and early 1960s. 

In Holland he had played with 
Ajax and when John van Hobo- 
ken was looking to strengthen the 
Wilhelmina club van Alphen was 
one of his best recruits. He arrived 
in Australia from Holland in 1960 
and appeared on a team list for Wil- 
helmina in July of that year. After a couple 
of appearances as a reserve he quickly 
established himself as an ever-present, 
apart from injury, in the first team. He very 
rapidly gained the respect and recognition 
of fellow players. 

In 1961 Sporting Globe award winner 
Mick Jurecki of Polonia claimed that van 
Alphen was the best centre-half he had 
played against that season. ‘Week after 
week van Alphen has played top class, 
consistent and reliable football. In his last 
six games only three goal-scorers have 
slipped past him,’ the paper reported. Van 
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Wilhelmina: Ampol Cup Winners 1962 


Alphen played in the State League Cup 
win over George Cross in the final on 21 
October 1961. In 1962 he captained the 
side and his versatility was a key feature of 
his contribution to the team. He was part of 
Wilhelmina’s Ampol Cup winning side in 
1962 and before the 1963 semi-final against 
South Melbourne Hellas, Stan Stacey said, 
‘Here’s a warning for South Melbourne 
Hellas in their soccer semi-final at the 
MCG tonight. Look out for van Alphen, 
Wilhelmina’s centre half. ... “Van Alphen is 
a reliable, capable centre half, probably the 
best we have playing in Victoria.’ 

He was a bit like Wales and Juventus 


star John Charles in that he could 
play forward and back as another 
match report from Sporting Globe 
about Wilhelmina’s four-two win 
over Polonia on 2 May 1964 shows, 
“Van Alphen was Wilhelmina’s star. 
In his forward role he scored the 
equaliser in the first half, later in 
the game he was pulled back to his 
normal centre half position and was 
outstanding in defence.’ 

He represented Victoria several 
times in the 1960s including match- 
es against New South Wales in 
1962, Western Australia and North- 

ern New South Wales in 1963, Mos- 
cow Torpedo in 1965, New South 
Wales in 1968, and Cardiff City twice in 
1968. He was called up for the Austra- 
lian team against New Zealand in Saigon 
in 1967 when a skilful group of players 
coached by Joe Vlasits won Vietnam’s Na- 
tional Day tournament in the midst of war. 
“Van Alphen played with superb aplomb 

at centre half,’ as journalist Terry Smith 
reported. Dick van Alphen gained nine full 
international caps in 1967-68.

South Melbourne coach Michael Micha- 
lakopoulos commented after the match, “To 
go down 2-0 within the first minute of the 
second half, for my boys to come back like 
that, I haven’t got anything but praise for 
them. In terms of not giving up, our fitness 
is always good. We just need to tighten up, 
we can’t afford to give teams at the top one 
or two goals like that. But I think it’s a fair 
result in the end.

Sunshine Heads For Top Five Birth 


GREEN GULLY 


A controversial penalty converted by 
veteran striker Johnny Sapazovski in 
the sixtieth minute was enough for the 
Sunshine Georgies to register their first 
victory over Green Gully in five years 
and seal a 1-0 victory over their local 
rivals in front of a crowd of 1,500 at 
Chaplin Reserve. 

A whirling breeze, coupled with an ordi- 
nary pitch made the derby a scrappy game of 
football from start to finish. Both the Georgies 
and Cavaliers found it difficult to either hold 
possession, or create any chances on goal in 
the first half. In fact, it took until the half hour 
mark for the first goal scoring chances to be 
created. For Green Gully, Matthew Sanders 
squared the ball to Aziz Behich six yards from 
goal, but the youngster was denied as veteran 
goalkeeper Martin John quickly scampered 
off his line, saving with confidence. Moments 
later, the Georgies could have capitalised on 
defender Cameron Drake slipping as a cross 
was delivered deep into the Green Gully box. 
As Drake slipped, the ball fell to Johnny Sapa- 
zovski who managed to connect on the volley, 
but not trouble Steven Tilovski behind goal. 

In a first half summarized with few high- 
lights, the derby delivered plenty of moments 
in the second half, as both teams began to 
adapt to the conditions and become increas- 
ingly frustrated with a string of refereeing 
decisions. 

Defender Mile Medjedovic was lucky not 
to receive an official caution as he obstructed 
Georgies forward George Papadopoulos from 
advancing solo into the Green Gully box. The 
Georgies failed to capitalise from the resulting 
free kick and minutes later it was the Cavaliers 
turn to become frustrated with the whistle, as 
Aziz Behich looked to have measured his run 
perfectly clearing the Georgies defence, but was 
pulled up by the assistant’s flag. 

In the sixtieth minute, the referee was in the 
action again instantly awarding a penalty to the 
Georgies. With the ball played deep in Gully’s 
half, a crowd of players, including Steve Burton 
and Johnny Sapazovski all fell over in the box. 
It was unclear to all in attendance at Chap- 
lin Reserve exactly what incident caused the 
penalty, or who was responsible for conceding 
it, but the decision stood. Johnny Sapazovski 
converted the resulting kick from the spot, firing 
the ball low into the left hand side of the net, as

Tilovski dived in the opposite direction. 

Wayne Wallace had the chance to extend the 
Georgies lead ten minutes later as he latched 
onto a long ball on the edge of the Gully box, 
but Tilovski came off his line to deny Wallace 
the opportunity to finish the play. Green Gully 
Manager David Winton made an attacking 
move in search of an equaliser, substituting 
Mile Medjedovic with forward Joel Nikolic, 
fresh from scoring two goals for the VPL All 
Stars against the Melbourne Victory on Wednes- 
day night. The substitution nearly reaped 
immediate dividends, with Aziz Behich creating 
something out of nothing along the left hand 
flank to find Nikolic inside the box, only for 
Nikolic to send his shot straight into the arms of 
Martin John. 

The Georgies held onto their slender lead and 
inflicted the perfect revenge upon their rival 
which inflicted a 3-0 loss on the opening day 
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of the season. Sunshine Manager Andy O’Dell 
was grateful with his side collecting three 
points, stating “A fair result would have been 

a draw. Green Gully was outstanding and it’s 
the first time we’ve beaten Green Gully in five 
years, which is a big result for this club. For 
once, we had a bit of luck, I don’t know what 
the penalty was for, but we’ll take it because the 
wheel always turns. If we get into the five, not 
many teams would want to play us, but it’s a big 
if...and the challenge now rests with my players 
to get there and qualify for the finals.” 

To the contrary, Green Gully captain Dean 
Fak was frustrated with the result, but was 
determined the Cavaliers would rebound, 
despite his absence off the field with injury. “It 
is always disappointing losing a derby game, 
especially here because it’s a hard pitch to play 
football on. I don’t understand why the penalty 
was awarded, but we’ll review it during the 
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week and move on. Looking at the positives, 
Cameron Drake was excellent in his second 
game. Next week, Jeff Fleming will return 
from suspension, maybe me subject to a fitness 
test and we’ll aim to get back on a winning 
track”. 

Green Gully will be looking to rebound when 
they face Whittlesea this Saturday at Green Gul- 
ly Reserve, whilst the Georgies march towards 
the top five will be tested again this week when 
they face an away trip to in-form Hume City at 
Broadmeadows Valley Reserve on Sunday. 

On another positive note for the Georgies 
in their quest to make the finals series in their 
inaugural season back in Victoria’s top division, 
Andy O’ Dell confirmed that English Premier 
League veteran, Dean Windass will hope- 
fully be making his debut for the Georgies in 
a fortnight’s time. “Dean’s scheduled to come 
to Australia this week and he’s scheduled to 
be playing for Sunshine against Heidelberg 
United.”

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KARPEH REDEEMS CANNONS 
Oakleigh Seizes The Day Over Warriors 


Oakleigh’s hopes of a top five finish in 
this season’s VPL have been resurrected 
following a determined 2-1 win over 
Heidelberg United this evening at the 
Olympic Village. 

Goals in either half by Jerry Karpeh were 
enough to ensure John Anastasiadis’ charges 
took all three points in a vital fixture for both 
sides. 

Both Heidelberg and Oakleigh came into 
this fixture on the back of losses in the previ- 
ous round & looking to bounce back quickly to 
kick-start the second half of the season. Heidel- 
berg were looking to exact some revenge on the 
Cannons following Oakleigh’s 4-1 win at Jack 
Edwards Reserve in the season opener, whilst 
the visitors were looking to move up the table & 
back into finals contention. 

It was the ‘Bergers who looked to take the 
early initiative & it was Vassiliadis who with 
Alilovic created the first threat to the Oakleigh 
goal. With the ball cleared for a corner that 
was only partly cleared by Oakleigh, Mag- 
nacca’s shot was parried wide by Cagalj. In the 
meantime, Oakleigh were content to counter- 
attack with Karpeh involved in two promising 
situations that were dealt with by the Heidelberg 
defence. 

On 25 minutes, Oakleigh took the lead 
through Karpeh, somewhat against the run of 
play. New Cannons’ signing Josip Kozic was 
able to hit a through pass to Karpeh, who shook 
off his marker & found space to slot home past 
an advancing Gavalas. With the visitors now 
1-0 up, they were able to dictate the tempo of 
the game & might have added a second before 
half-time, but for a well-time save from Gava- 
las. 

The second half began with Heidelberg 
pressing immediately in search of an equaliser, 
but Oakleigh’s defence, particularly Rosman 
held firm. Despite the bulk of early second 
half possession, Heidelberg were unable to find 
any openings, and again it was Oakleigh who 
struck with a second goal on 54 minutes through 
Karpeh. From a poor clearance by Drossos, 
Webster picked up the loose ball & found his 
striker with a well-placed ball. Karpeh had no 
trouble in slipping the ball past an advancing 
Gavalas to give his side a two goal cushion. 

With time running out, both coaches made 
changes, with Heidelberg desperate to score 
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a goal to get back into the game & Oakleigh 
looking to shore up its defence. In the 86th 
minute, a Heidelberg free kick played into the 
box saw the ball fall to Ederaro, who bundled 
the ball into the back of the net, giving his side 
a glimmer of hope of snatching a point late on. 
However, despite a well-saved shot by Cagalj 
from Ouliaris, Oakleigh held on to claim a 2-1 
win & complete the double over Heidelberg this 
season. 

Although still in ninth spot with 17 points, 
Oakleigh now find themselves just two points 
outside the five. They travel to Dandenong next 
Saturday night to face the high-flying Dande- 
nong Thunder in a pivotal clash. Third-placed 
Heidelberg must arrest a mini-slump of two 
successive defeats as they host arch-rivals South 
Melbourne at the Olympic Village next Sunday 
evening.

Relegation Gap Widens For Whittlesea

The Whittlesea Zebras hosted Richmond 
at Epping Stadium on Sunday with raised 
expectations after recording their first win 
of the season the previous week when 
beating Preston Lions 2-1. With the Eagles 
having lost two games in a row and being 
winless from their previous six, a closer 
game than the 3-0 win to Richmond on 
the opening day of the season was on the 
cards. 

With the transfer window now open, the Zebras 
brought new signing Antonio La Verde into the 
starting line-up in place of Stefan Piorkowski. 
Richmond’s new signing, striker Milos Lujic from 
Oakleigh, also came straight into the first eleven, 
with Nick Robinson suspended after picking up his 
fifth yellow card. Also returning to the squad was 
George Goutzioulis, missing since being injured 
against the Melbourne Knights in Round Two. 

A solid start from the Eagles became a great one 
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when they took the lead after just nine minutes. 
Lorenz Kindtner found space out on the right, his 
cross blocked for a corner. Richie Cardozo sent 

the set-piece to the far post where captain Stuart 
McCluskey headed home just his second goal from 
sixty-five appearances for the club. 

Things got worse for Whittlesea five minutes 
later, injury forcing an early substitution as Mark 
Vazzocchi made way for Julien Cassano. A minute 
later Lujic made a good run down the right, pulling 
the ball back to an unmarked Richie Cardozo who 
shot over the bar from fourteen yards. The Zebras 
put in a claim for a handball when a cross bounced 
and was caught between a defender and challenging 
attacker, but the penalty was denied. 

Peter Zois did well to claim a good cross from 
Simon Symeoy under pressure in the twenty- 
seventh minute. Two minutes later Lujic flicked 
a volley wide after being played in by Michael 
Catalano. The Eagles put in a strong appeal for a

penalty when Goutzioulis had his volley from a 
corner cleared off the line beside the far post. 

Whittlesea had the ball in the back of the net 
in the thirty-fourth minute, but had two players 
caught offside following a frenetic attack on goal 
which saw Andrew Viola clear off his own line after 
the Zebras third corner in succession. Just before 
half-time a shot from Tex Apostolikas was parried 
by Zois onto the post, preserving Richmond’s 1-0 
advantage into the break. 

Three minutes after play resumed a shot from 
Apolosolikas was deflected wide for a corner by 
McCluskey. This was soon followed by Ryan 
O’Hare shooting well over the goal from a twenty- 
five yard free-kick. A Richmond throw on the left 
led to Catalano playing in Lujic, who shot wide 
across the face of goal. 

The Zebras tested Zois with some threatening 
crosses, but the Richmond keeper was left without 
having to exhibit his shot-stopping for much of the 
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half. Dimitri Tsiaras released Lujic on the right in 
the seventieth minute, but Kenny Gerohristodoulou 
was off his line well to grab the following centre. 
Substitute Danny Black’s attempt to pull the ball 
back to Goutzioulis was wayward a minute later, a 
great ball from Kindtner allowing him to get free in 
the right corner. 

Another great delivery from Kindtner in the 
seventy-sixth minute allowed Cardozo to play in 
Lujic on the edge of the area. After Lujic had his 
shot blocked Black picked up the rebound and and 
crossed for Tommy Milardovic to head on goal, 
Gerohristodoulou comfortably gathering in the ball. 

A minute later Cardozo latched onto a ball down 
the left, breaking into the box but shooting across 
the goalmouth from a tight angle as Lujic arrived 
at the far post. La Verde had a shot from outside 
the area saved by Zois with eight minutes remain- 
ing. Into the final three minutes Cardozo won a 
free-kick when fouled, sending in a cross which 
was headed wide by a diving Erhan Karahan. When 
the final whistle came, it signalled a return to the 
winner’s list for Richmond in a somewhat scrappy 
performance. 

Whittlesea will next pay a visit to Green Gully, 
with the need to turn some of their narrow losses 
into points to avoid relegation becoming more ur- 
gent. Richmond will also be on the road next round, 
to face the Melbourne Knights at Mansion Stadium.

Inter On Cloud Nine, Bergers On The Prowl 


Round 7 of the Women’s Premier 
League saw no change in the 
teams occupying the top four posi- 
tions, although there was some 
reshuffling of positions. 

Box Hill remains well clear at the top 
of the ladder, with South Melbourne 
now climbing into second place, with 
Heidelberg United hot on its heels. Casey 
Comets, which did not play, rounds out 
the four. The top three all posted wins in 
Round 7, with a resurgent Sandringham 
also victorious. 

Box Hill Inter was in fearsome form 
on Friday night at Wembley Park, as it 
demolished a shell-shocked Preston Lions 
by nine goals to one. The home side 
started ominously, opening the scoring 
in the fourth minute, but then the match 
appeared to settle, with Katia Tavolaro 
equalising just before the half hour. 
However, the equaliser spurred Inter back 
into action, and it added an additional two 
goals before half time. After the interval 
it was all Inter, as it ran rampant, scoring 
a further six goals without reply. Amanda 
Lawless finished the match with an im- 
pressive four goals, with Katrina Smith, 
Georgia Koutrouvelis, Anthea Vardakas, 
Belinda Pacella and Lauren Farrugia also 
all getting on the scoresheet. Unsurpris- 
ingly, Box Hill remains at the top of the 
ladder, having won all six of its matches 
so far. By contrast, Preston is finding 
itself sliding rapidly towards the wrong 
end of the table, having lost its last three 
games in a row. It is now seventh on the 
ladder, with five points. 

It’s been a fantastic week for Sandring- 
ham, which has picked up its first points 
of the season, recording not one, but two 
victories since the last time of writing. On 
Monday night, Sandringham got the ball 
rolling with a 4-0 win over GRFA, and it 
backed up just four days later with an im- 
portant 2-1 triumph over a tough Ashbur- 
ton side on Friday night. Having bagged

two goals against GRFA, Keryn Walters 
was again on target on Friday scor- 

ing straight after the break, with Emma 
Rundells doubling Sandy’s lead midway 
through the half. Rachel Lamb scored a 
consolation for Ashburton, five minutes 
from time. Things have taken a down- 
wards turn at Ashburton, which has now 
lost its last two matches, and in fact it has 
not won since Round 2. It sits fifth on the 
ladder with eight points, while Sandring- 
ham climbs to sixth, with six points. 


South Melbourne cemented its place in 
the top four, and made it four wins in 
succession with a comprehensive victory 
over GRFA at Bob Jane Stadium on Sun- 
day. Priscilla Ribas scored the only goal 
of a tentative first half, before the home 
side turned on the style in the second

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period and punished a tiring Geelong side 
with four more goals without reply. Laura 
Spiranovic scored twice, with singles 
from Christie Tangalos and Jade Barnden. 
The result lifts South to second on the 
ladder, level on points with Heidelberg, 
but enjoying a superior goal difference. 
GRFA remains eighth on the ladder, with 
just one win so far this season. 

Heidelberg United picked up its second 
consecutive victory, accounting for Ben- 
digo Vipers at DISC on Sunday. Melanie 
Camilleri proved the difference between 
the two sides, scoring once in each half to 
give Heidelberg a 2-0 victory, its fourth 
win of the season. It remains third on 
the ladder, with thirteen points. While 
Bendigo does have a game in hand over 
the majority of other teams in the league, 
it is beginning to looked fixed to the 
bottom of the ladder, having not picked 
up a point since the opening round of the 
season. Adding to its woes has been its 
inadequacy in front of goal, with Ben- 
digo only finding the net twice so far this 
season. 

Round 8 begins at Epsom Huntly Rec- 
reation Reserve on Saturday afternoon, 
with the two opposite ends of the ladder 
meeting, when Bendigo Vipers hosts 
Box Hill Inter. It will be a tough ask for 
the home side to get anything out of this 
game, given that Inter has been in formi- 
dable form so far this season. On Sunday, 
South Melbourne takes on Sandringham 
at Bob Jane Stadium, while at Comets 
Stadium, Casey returns to action with a 
game against Heidelberg United. Finally, 
at Ashburton Park, Ashburton hosts 
Preston Lions, with both sides looking to 
bounce back from defeat. GRFA has the 
bye.

South Melbourne Survives To Celebrate 50th Year Anniversary 


After 12 rounds South Melbourne FC find themselves comfortably 
perched in the higher reaches of the VPL table. Unbeaten in their 
last 10 outings, the club is well placed for a tilt at the title and 
loom ominously as the season passes the halfway mark. 


Goal!Weekly’s Chris Aloi spoke with some of the people be- 
hind the club as South celebrates it’s 50th year in 2009. 

For Michael Michalakopolous, coaching South Melbourne is much 
more than just a job. He explained that feeling he had unfinished busi- 
ness at the club attracted him to the role which he accepted just over 
12 months ago. 

“Particularly for me as my playing career, for one reason or another, 
wasn't as long or as successful as it could have been at South, | saw 
this was a chance for me to come back and do a few things to put that 
right.” he said. 

South made it 10 matches without defeat at the weekend with a point 
away against top side Dandenong Thunder. 

Michalakopolous says the club has created an environment geared 
towards success. 

“The season so far has panned out very well in terms of the commit- 
ment the club and players have shown from the beginning.” he said. 

“The structures put in place at the club, not only by the committee, 
but the coaching staff, led by Director of Football Ange Dallas, has 
been terrific. From David Lugli, coach of the Under 21’s to team man- 


ager Frank Piccione, all the coaches and staff are on the same page 
and we're all gearing for a successful tilt at the championship.” 

Michalakopolous said that what sets South Melbourne apart is the 
passion that bubbles under the surface of everyone involved at the 
club. 

“The number of players, administrators and supporters that are part of 
this club, the passion that is around the place, even on a daily basis, is 
amazing. You can always feel that buzz. Once you’ve been inside the 
inner sanctum you realize how important it is to everyone at this club.” 

“That’s how success has been bred, it’s demanded by the club and 
supporters because we’re South Melbourne.” 

Club secretary George Koukoulas said that the same expectations 
spoken of by the coach was also relevant to the club’s administrators. 
“| think the most important thing is the way we approach things. We 
(the committee) know that as administrators of South Melbourne that 
we are taking on a club with so much history and we have to live up to 
that history.” he said. 

“That’s the driving force. Previous administrations set a benchmark 
with what they’ve achieved, and we’re aspiring to emulate that and 
improve on it.” 

“On-field, the ultimate aim is to to play attractive football, produce 
good players and be as successful as we can.” Koukoulas said “Off- 
field, the objective is to prosper, to build for the future and re-inforce 


the brand, because it’s probably the most recognized brand in Ausra- 
lian football. We need to live up to that.” 

Koukoulas said there were several reasons behind the club’s suc- 
cess over the last 50 years. 

He said that the main one was that club always aimed to engage with 
the wider community whilst never forgetting where they came from. 
“Although the club started from ethnic origins, the club never said 
‘We're only going to play Greek players’. If you look at the team of the 
century and speak to people like Jimmy Armstrong, ‘Trimmers’ (Paul 
Trimboli), even our current captain Rama is of Turkish background and 
he loves the club, he’d die for us.” he said “That’s the pedigree of the 
club and the standing that it has.” 

South Melbourne Team of the Century forward Jimmy Armstrong 
helped South to three VPL Championships in 1972, 1974 and 1976. 
The Scottish-born former striker is still a regular fixture at the club he 
last played for over 30 years ago.He laughs when asked about his sta- 
tus as part of the furniture at Bob Jane Stadium.“They say I’ve you’ve 
been here so long | should change my name to Armstrong-opolous!” 
he said. 

The loyal clubman is a keen fan and is quick to answer when asked 
about the current crop of younger South players he is impressed with. 
“| like Rhodri Payne, he’s 26, a defender. He’s playing very well. | also 
like Sam Torrens, he’s 21 and very good value. And there’s Francesco 


Stella, a midfielder. He’s only 17 but he’s got very good skills, a good 
up and coming player. 

Armstrong’s affection for the club is evident when he’s able to find 
humour in telling the story of when his playing days at South came to 
an end. 

“We were training for the new National Soccer League. They called 
Stevie Walker into the office. He came out with a long face so | asked 
him what was wrong. Stevie said ‘They sacked me, I’m too old for 
the National Soccer League.’ “I said ‘Bullshit! They can’t sack Stevie 
Walker, a champion player!’ “He said ‘Don’t you worry Jimmy, they 
want to see you next!” 

For Armstrong however, the South journey didn’t end there. “I signed 
with South in 1970, but I’ve always been there. Even when | played at 
other clubs | was always there, helping out. The club is always there 
t support you, they always looked after you. It’s been a great club all 
along.” he said. “That’s why I’m still there.” 

Current South skipper Rama Tavanscioglu doesn’t need much 
prompting when asked for his thoughts on the club. The 24 year old de- 
fender lives up to his billing on South’s official website as being known 
as an outwardly passionate clubman. 

“| love everything about the club. The people, the players, the 
facilities. It's another class. The way they look after the players, even 
the way the players are with each other, it’s really like one big family 


down there.” he said. 

“It's also a privilege - a great privilege - to be captaining such a big, 
successful club like South Melbourne. It’s actually a dream come true 
because I’ve been there since they came into the VPL. To be asked to 
be captain is just an unbelievable feeling.” he added. 

And having ex-players like Armstrong and others still around the club 
means a lot to Tavsancioglu, who had a four-game stint with Mel- 
bourne Victory in 2006. 

“It’s gives a lot of confidence to the younger boys especially. Some 
of the younger ones don’t always know who they (ex-players) are or 
their contribution to the club. A few of the boys like ‘Vaughny’ (Vaughan 
Coveney) and Con Blatsis will tell them who they are and what they’ve 
done for the club. It really gives them a boost. It’s a privilege to have 
them all there at the club.” 

As South Melbourne looks to commemorate their 50 year milestone 
by winning their ninth VPL Championship, Koukoulas explains that it 
is the club’s rich and successful history that fuels the club’s appetite 
for success. 

“The fact that we’re still around, still playing in the blue and white 
shirt, we carry that legacy into the future and it’s a testament to all the 
people that have supported us.” he said. 

“There’s been a lot of clubs that have come and gone, but South 
Melbourne has endured.”

Battle of The Blues Fc For Cup Supremacy 


highly in regard as it once was by 

many football fans and clubs, but 

it is still the oldest football tourna- 
ment in the world. 

The competition is steeped in tradition, 
a tradition which many feel the bigger 
clubs are disrespecting in the modern 
day, and is one of the most prestigious 
trophies in club football. Once the pre- 
mier cup competition in England, the FA 
Cup has now taken a back seat as the big- 
ger English clubs pursue glory in Europe 
and the Premier League. 

One only needs to look at the squad 
selections made by Manchester United 
in the FA Cup Semi Final. Rather than 
risk his big stars, Ferguson gambled on 
his youngsters, playing a team which 
featured the likes of Danny Welbeck, 
Federico Macheda, Rafael Da Silva 
and Darron Gibson. The United starting 
eleven had an average age of just over 22 
years, and although Fergie’s fledglings 
put on a good performance, pushing a 
full strength Everton all the way, it was 
hardly the swashbuckling football of 
Ronaldo, Rooney and Co. The fact that 
last season’s FA Cup final was con- 
tested between Cardiff City and eventual 
winners Portsmouth, hardly the jugger- 
naughts of English football, also seems to 
suggest that the FA Cup is not as highly 
sought after, as it once was. 

That said, this seasons FA Cup has 
delivered some spectacular matches, 
and some wonderful stories. Southend 
United stunned eventual finalists Chelsea 
when they equalised in the 90th minute 
at Stamford Bridge to earn a replay, in 
which they were eventually beaten by a 
superior side. Chelsea also managed to 
defeat Arsenal, after a tremendous dis- 
play from Didier Drogba, to secure their 
place in the Wembley final. 

Chelsea’s opponents, Everton, have 
had a spectacular run to the final, where 
they will hope to win their first FA Cup 
since 1995, when they beat Manchester 
United 1-0. Perhaps then, it is fate that 
this fantastic run will culminate in an- 
other FA Cup win, as it was none other 
than United who Everton defeated 4-2 
on penalties in the FA Cup semi final. 
Everton’s road to Wembley also included 
a last gasp win over Liverpool, almost 
instantly earning Dan Gosling cult hero 
status amongst the Everton faithful, after 
his goal ended Liverpool’s Wembley 
dreams with two minutes remaining in 
extra time. With further wins against 
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Chelsea’s Michael Ballack and Everton’s Tim Cahill face one final hurdle. 


Aston Villa and Middlesbrough, it can 
hardly be argued that Moyes’ men don’t 
deserve their place at Wembley. 

The FA Cup Final represents the only 
chance left for both teams to claim some 
silverware, so it is fair to expect that we 
will see two very strong line ups and a 
dedicated performance from both sides. 
The FA Cup is overdue an enthralling 
final, and hopefully in Chelsea and Ever- 
ton, we have two teams who will deliver 
exciting, end to end football. 

Chelsea’s interim manager, and ex- 
Australia coach, Guus Hiddink has 
become an instant hit with the fans, after 
some impressive Chelsea performances 


saw Chelsea progress to the semi finals 
of the Champions League, where it 
could be said that some suspect referee- 
ing denied them the write to face rival 
Manchester United in Rome. Hiddink’s 
tactical brilliance has allowed him to 

get the best out of a squad who have 
proven difficult to manage for a number 
of coaches. He has been able to get the 
best out of Didier Drogba and Nicolas 
Anelka simultaneously, something which 
both Avram Grant and Phillip Scolari 
both failed at. There is little doubting that 
Drogba and Lampard will be Chelsea’s 
key players in this final. Lampard has 
been Chelsea’s most consistent player 


doners, whilst Drogba, notably since the 
arrival of Hiddink, has delivered amazing 
performances in some of Chelsea’s big- 
gest matches. 

Everton however are entering a rela- 
tively unknown realm. Whilst Chelsea 
have been involved in both FA Cup and 
Champions League finals in the previ- 
ous two seasons, this FA Cup final will 
represent the first major final for Everton 
manager David Moyes. However, Moyes 
is not one to shy away from the big oc- 
casions, and his Everton side rarely put 
in poor performances against tougher 
opposition. Everton have achieved 
results against the toughest opponents in 
England, including Manchester United, 
Liverpool, Arsenal and two draws against 
Chelsea themselves. And who is to say 
that they can’t go one better and defeat 
Chelsea? Although loan signing Jo will 
be missing as he is cup tied, Marouane 
Fellaini, Steven Pienaar, Louis Saha, 
and of course, Everton’s own Aussie, 
Tim Cahill all represent players who can 
meance the best of opposition. Of par- 
ticular importance to Everton’s cause will 
be the trio of Fellaini, Saha and Cahill. 
When Saha is in form, he is up amongst 
the best lethal finishers in Europe, and 
he has proved a thorn in Chelsea’s side 
many times before. Similarly Fellani 
and Cahill both have the ability to score, 
particularly with their heads, making 
Everton a particularly dangerous side 
from set pieces. 

With both teams looking to secure a 
piece of silverware in their final game of 
the season, we can expect some exciting 
end t end football. At the very least we 
should hope for a more exciting affair 
than the last two finals which were rather 
uninteresting. With a team in Everton, 
who have caused the big four trouble all 
season, anything is possible, and perhaps 
only one goal will be needed, but either 
team is overly cautious, and both will be 
looking to kill the game off early. Will 
the resilience of Everton prevail? Or will 
Chelsea’s superiority shine through? All 
these questions will be answered in time, 
as we await the crowning of the 2008/09 
FA Cup winners.

FA Cup Final Preview 
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VfL Wolfsburg lifted their first 

ever Bundesliga shield after 
producing another fine display of attack- 
ing prowess to demolish Werder Bremen 
5-1 on the final day of the German season 
on Saturday. 
Needing just a point to deny second-placed 
Bayern Munich — the reigning champions 
— their second consecutive title, Wolfsburg 
made sure that there was to be no slip up by 
thumping Bremen. 
With Bayern trailing by two points in second 
place, Wolfsburg continued their impressive 
scoring record, which has seen them net 13 
goals in the past three matches, to ensure an 
historic day of celebrations in Lower Saxony 
and prevent any chance of a Munich double. 
Motivated by the chance to lift their first 
ever title in their 64-year history, Wolfsburg 
made quick work of Bremen, roaring to a 3-0 
lead through Bosnian Zvjezdan Misimovic, 
Brazilian Grafite and an own goal from Bre- 
men’s Sebastian Proedl. 
Bremen’s playmaker Diego pulled a goal 
back to unsettle the nerves slightly, but 
Grafite added his second and Wolfsburg’s 
fourth, before Edin Dzeko netted the fifth 
to put the result beyond doubt in the second 
half. 
As the final whistle came, hundreds of fans 
rushed onto the pitch, hugging the players 
and cheering in delirium, as the outstanding 
achievement became reality. 
Wolfsburg were a rank outsider for the title 
at the start of the season, but their impres- 
sive free-flowing and free-scoring football 
saw them record 21 important, and often 
emphatic, victories throughout the season. 
Bremen sat much of early part of the season 
in the lower half of the top ten teams, but a 
late surge from early March allowed them to 
catch, then overtake, Munich. 
Wolfsburg’s impressive home form saw 
them finish the season as the only team in the 
league unbeaten on home soil. 
The key to Wolfsburg’s Bundesliga triumph 
would have to be credited to the deadly 
strike partnership of Grafite and Dzeko, who 
finished with 28 and 26 goals respectively — 
making the pair the top two goal-scorers in 
the league.

Captain Mark van Bommel and an own 
goal from Khalid Boulahrouz were enough 
to give them victory, despite Mario Gomez 
pulling a goal back for Stuttgart, but the 
disappointment of missing out on defend- 
ing their championship was evident after the 
news of Wolfsburg’s triumph filtered through 
to the Munich camp. 
Stuttgart scored a spot in Champions 
League qualifying, while Hertha Berlin 
and Hamburg SV secured a place in next 
season’s Europa League — the reformed 
UEFA Cup. 
At the other end of the table, Arminia 
Bielefeld and Karlsruhe were relegated on

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LIVERPOOL - A SEASON TO FORGET? 


With the season all but over, it’s 
time to reflect on what has gone, 
and look forward to what is yet to 
come. Manchester United are yet 
again the best team in the country, 
and maybe Europe as well, and Eng- 
lish League football is still dominat- 
ed by the four Champions League 
teams. The mid-table of the Premier 
League is as competitive as ever, 
and the battle to avoid relegation 
has been both exciting and highly 
unpredictable. 

As we look back, certain managers, 
mainly Arsenal’s Arsene Wenger, have 
come under rather harsh criticism. No 
trophy in four years speaks for itself, and 
although Arsenal promise much they are 
simply not delivering. In past seasons, one 
Rafa Benitez has suffered similar criti- 
cism, as under his management Liverpool, 
until this season, had not sustained a title 
bid. So far, however, Rafa has escaped any 
criticism concerning his team’s efforts this 
season. But I’m not too sure that he should 
have. 

It is certainly true that for a major part of 
the season Liverpool contested the Pre- 
mier League title. They topped the table 
over numerous weeks, and took United 
down to the last few games of the season. 
Yet how many of you actually believed 
that Liverpool were about to be crowned 
Premier League winners for the first time 
since the Premiership was formed? If I 
am completely honest I have to say that 
at no point did I actually believe that the 
title was on its way to Anfield. Maybe 
I’ve seen too many United title winning 
seasons, but I always thought that the Reds 
of Manchester were always favourites over 
the Reds of Liverpool. 

And this is where I question the Liver- 
pool manager. As I have said, this season 
did see the Reds contest the title for the 
first time under Benitez, which suggests 
progress. But lets not forget that Liverpool 
have not won a trophy for three years, 
since they won the FA Cup in 2006. So 
if Arsene Wenger is getting seemingly 
constant criticism from certain areas of the 
press for not winning anything, then surely 
Rafa should be getting the same? 

Looking at it, which team had the better 
season, Arsenal or Liverpool? Yes the 
latter have contested the Premier League, 
but they have won nothing. In the two do-

mestic cup competitions (FA and Carling) 
Liverpool were knocked out in the fourth 
round, and in the Champions League they 
were put out at the quarter-final stage. 
Arsenal, on the other had, also finished in 
the Champions League slot in the Premier 
League, so in reality finished in as good a 
position as second is, and they have outper- 
formed Liverpool in the cups, reaching the 
quarters in the Carling Cup, and the semi- 
finals in both the FA Cup and the Champi- 
ons League. 

It can certainly be argued that Arsenal 
have had just as good a season, if not a 
better one, than Liverpool. Yet the media 
seem to be suggesting that maybe Arsene 
Wenger’s time is up. But why is it not 
Benitez’s time up also? 

In my opinion, Rafa has not been a 


great manager for Liverpool. Of course 
he did win the Champions League (which 
Wenger has not by the way), and the 
FA Cup, yet if you analyse those games 
Liverpool were actually rather fortunate 
to win. Also, in the year that they did win 
the Champions League, Liverpool finished 
fifth behind Everton, only qualifying for 
the next season’s Champions League via a 
UEFA hearing. Combined with this there 
is Rafa’s questionable rotation policy, and 
also his misguided transfers. Just look at 
the signing of Robbie Keane, who many 
believed would be the ‘missing piece’ in 
the Liverpool title challenge, only for Rafa 
to sell him back Tottenham at the next 
available opportunity. 

For me, as well as they have apparently 
done this season, the Liverpool squad lacks

depth and quality. After selling Keane, 
Benitez claimed that he had enough strik- 
ing power left that they did not need to 
sign anyone. This means that Benitez was 
relying on Babel, El-Zhar and N’Gog to 
support Torres up front. So far, in all com- 
petitions, these three have scored an amaz- 
ing total of seven goals between them. 
And I’m not too sure that the future is 
bright for Liverpool under Benitez either. 
Already people are suggesting that they 
will be the main challenger for United next 
season, and that is possibly the case. Yet 
unless they once again spend big in the 
summer, I cannot see their squad having 
the depth to challenge Manchester United. 
Whereas United, and also Arsenal, con- 
tinue to bring through young talent, there 
seems to be a general lack of young talent, 
be it English or otherwise, at Liverpool. 
This means, a lot like is the case for 
Chelsea, that unless they continue to buy 
and sell big, there is no hope of sustained 
success. Therefore they may challenge for 
honours next season, but I cannot see them 
challenging for years to come. And to be 
honest, take out Torres and Gerrard from 
this season’s squad, and I don’t think they 
would have earned a Champions League 
berth, let alone finish second. 
Maybe I’m being a little harsh on both 
Benitez and Liverpool, but I do feel that 
if the media are questioning Arsenal’s 
season then surely they could do the same 
in regards to Liverpool. Benitez, much 
like Wenger at Arsenal, probably has a 
guaranteed job for a while yet, but surely 
if Liverpool do not win major honours 
next season, and at this point I doubt they 
will, then the fans need to question whether 
Rafa is the right man to take a title back to 
Anfield.

They stand 9th and though with an 
outside chance of finishing 8th I still say 
a top half finish is a creditable season for 
the Irons despite the obvious chagrin at 
not qualifying for Europe. As I mentioned 
some weeks back, I feel in the long run 
they, and their young squad, will be better 
for not qualifying. 


3 — Everton 

In a season where the status quo ruled 
you could be forgiven for thinking Stoke 
City would be here.

The Dutch community in Australia 
was largely formed in the post- 
Second World War years by migrants 
from the Netherlands directly and 
from the Dutch East Indies (modern 
Indonesia) but subsequently they fol- 
lowed a different pattern from many 
others who came to this country in 
those decades. 

Though they had their national, cultural 
and religious organisations they seemed to 
disappear or assimilate into Australian soci- 
ety more quickly than many other migrant 
groups. A good grasp of English and some 
similar cultural and religious affiliations as- 
sisted in the process. 

Some Dutch migration can be linked 
directly to the entrance of Dutch or Anglo- 


Dutch companies into the Australian market. 


The Shell company arrived in Geelong be- 
tween the wars but engaged in a large-scale 
expansion of its petro-chemical operations 
in the post-war years. A team called Shell 
based in Geelong took part in the Victorian 
league in 1953. Two other Geelong based 
clubs, Olympia and the Dutch Society of 
Geelong, played in both local and state 
competitions. 

In Melbourne, the Wilhelmina club was 
the flag-bearer of Dutch involvement under 
the dynamic leadership of John van Hobo- 
ken. Van Hoboken was a business colleague 
of Jack Skolnik of Hakoah and he is said 
to have been incensed and inspired by his 
partner’s throwaway line, “You Dutch can’t 
play football,’ to start a Dutch club. 

However, when he discussed the founda- 
tion of Wilhelmina with me in 1993 he said 
that some Dutch players approached him 
to form a team to take part in the Laidlaw 
World Cup, the knock out competition for 
national groups played in the 1950s. Out of 
that came the idea of a Dutch team which 
took part in the second half of the 1953 
season in Division Three Reserves, where 
despite only playing half the games it fin- 
ished in the middle of the table.

The next year was Wilhelmina’s first full 
season in Division Four of the Victorian 
League and it made an immediate impact, 
winning sixteen games out of eighteen, 
finishing first and being promoted to Divi- 
sion Three. In 1955 the club went through 
the season winning every game and scoring 
114 goals and conceding only ten. It could 
not quite equal that in 1956, but still won 16 
games and drew two, resulting in the third 
successive promotion, this time to Division 
One. So in three seasons the club had played 
54 league games for one loss. It took the 
next two seasons for Wilhelmina to establish 
itself at the top level, running Juventus close 
in the first year of the State League in 1958 
and winning the Dockerty Cup. In the final 
it took a replay before Wilhelmina could 
claim the trophy by three goals to nil over 


Juventus. Bill Westerveld was awarded the 
Argus Medal. 

Then in 1959 Wilhelmina won the State 
League with a team which included Cor 
Delgeorge, Tjibbe Keuken, Bill Westerveld, 
Joe van der Unden, Arie Luyten, Tony Noy, 
Ad Sloethark, Cor Morks, Pret Brouwer, 
Dre Remmers, Rein Yntema, and Mike de 
Bruyckere. Unfortunately both Yntema and 
de Bruyckere suffered broken legs in that 
campaign and Westerveld was badly injured 
in a car crash, losing an arm. 

Thanks to van Hoboken’s efforts the club 
attracted a number of high quality Dutch 
players including international Sjel (Mike) 
de Bruyckere, who went on to captain and 
coach Victoria and Dick van Alphen from 
Ajax, who played for Victoria and ten games 
for Australia. In the late 1950s and early

1960s the Dutch players, along with Maltese 
and Austrians, were claimed by their Aus- 
tralian clubs as migrants, but the clubs with 
which they had played in Europe demanded 
compensation fees. This episode led to the 
suspension of Australia’s membership of 
FIFA from 1958 to 1963. 

Wilhelmina could not repeat its State 
League triumph but it won the State League 
Cup in 1961 and the Ampol Cup in 1961 and 
1962. It built a new stadium in Ringwood in 
the far eastern suburb of Melbourne in 1962, 
but in 1966 it was relegated only to return 
to the State League the following year. The 
Reserves won the Armstrong Cup in 1961, 
1969, 1971 and 1972. 

In 1971, Celtic and Leeds star Bobby Col- 
lins made guest appearances for the club. 
Peter Ollerton was top scorer with 11 goals, 
while Terry Luckhurst scored the club’s 
600th league goal which was a record. 

In 1978 Ringwood City Wilhelmina dropped 
out of the State League but returned in 1981 
only to go down again at the end of the 1986 
season and bounce back the following year. 
But it missed out on the Premier League 
when it was begun in 1991. In 2009, Ring- 
wood City is in the South-East Division of 
the Metropolitan League and its website has 
an excellent short history of the club. 

Of the other Victorian Dutch clubs, Olym- 
pia and the DSG had folded much earlier 
and only in Brisbane where the Hollandia 
club survived to become the nucleus of Bris- 
bane Lions in the National Soccer League 
was a Dutch presence visible at national 
level thereafter. Even that was attenuated. 
Queensland Roar retained a reference to that 
history in its orange colours in the A-League 
and until this year through the person of 
Laurence Oudendyk and a few of his com- 
patriots, but it is fascinating that the issue of 
ethnicity was hardly ever raised in connec- 
tion with this club.

THE GREAT FALL OF 


Down they went. First one, then 
another — then two together. Tianjin 
Teda players were literally falling 
over themselves to protect their 
one-goal lead against the Central 
Coast Mariners. 

Into extra time and a goal adrift in its 

final Asian Champions League fixture, 

the Mariners were pressing hard for the 
equaliser. Their Chinese opposition pinned 
back, tired and on the cusp of collapse. The 
Mariners could sense a deserved draw, an 
upbeat climax to a campaign of struggle. 
Then, whether by instruction or instinct, 
Tianjin players began to hit the turf in 
spectacular displays of distress. Tianjin’s 
goalkeeper was the first to go; incidental 
contact of the merest proportions forcing a 
halt to play. 

A defensive contest in the box soon fol- 
lowed — another opportunity for player and 
ground to unite. Sensing the opportunity to 
commandeer precious seconds, an unidenti- 
fied Tianjin staff member strode to the res- 
cue of his player, before a robust ejection 
from Syrian referee Mohsen Basma. 

By now, gamesmanship was too gentle 

a term — and the most absurd was yet to 
come. Consecutive corners for the Mari- 
ners had Tianjin on red alert. Drastic action 
was needed. 

As the Mariners prepared to swing in a 
corner, Tianjin team-mates went down with 
the timing and harmony of their gold-medal 
winning synchronised diving compatriots. 
Mariner Matthew Osman fell to ground in 
parody as the Chinese thespians writhed in 
artificial anguish. In a matter of minutes, 
the match turned from Asian Cup fixture to 
Monty Python skit. 

Five minutes of faux-injury riddled added 
time elapsed and Tianjin had their victory. 
Tianjin coach Zuo Shusheng was incredu- 
lous post-match, dismissing the notion that 
his players had unseemly motives. “We 
never plan these kinds of things. We were 
all the time promoting fair play and the 
positive way of playing football,” he said.

And that, most likely, will be the end of 
that. No inquiry held, no action taken. But 
insincere injury shouldn’t be permitted to 
continue unimpeded. It is administrative 
indolence that creates the environment in 
which in flourishes. Players understand 
they can tactically crumple with impunity. 
And until the powers that be decree other- 
wise, they will continue unchecked. 

Token executive gestures have been made 
to address the issue. Referees have recently 
been endowed with the authority to scold 
acts of ‘simulation’ with yellow cards, but 
rarely is this power invoked. The job of the 
whistleman is complex enough, without 
this modern task of reproach. The duty of 
removing cheating from the game lies not 
with the on-field officials, but with board- 
room big-wigs and the custodians of the 
rules of the game. 

A carefully mandated match review panel 
would be the first step in an earnest attempt 
to rid the game of systematic on-field 


cheating; an extension of the process that 
currently monitors the issuing of red and 
yellow cards. A tribunal that hands down 
retrospective punishment for those who 
partake, handing down fines and bans, and 
parading them through the streets of the 
media as liars and cheats. 

The context of Tianjin’s midweek display — 
against an Australian side — made their acts 
more glaringly abhorrent. The A-League 

is relatively untouched by the scourge of 
diving and feigned injury; quarantined by a 
sporting culture that celebrates the tough- 
est and bravest, and pours scorn on those 
that seek to profit through fabrication. A 
sporting tradition built on Australian Rules, 
rugby and cricket. 

Australian sports identities proudly wear 
the honour of courage and toughness; 

the ability to survive pain and injury, not 
invent it. It is not a complete immunity, but 
untruthful acts are not the disease they are 
in European football or on our doorstep in 
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CHINA 


Asia. 

Too prevelent are these acts of deciet when 
the opportunity for reward from the referee 
is a possibility. And too regularly they 

pass without censure, save for the passing 
condemnation of a commentator. 

Two years ago, FIFA had the chance to 
sternly address the issue when AC Milan 
goalkeeper Dida was banned after an alter- 
cation with a fan in his side’s Champion’s 
League clash with Celtic. The Brazilian 
received a two-match ban for his delayed 
collapse that followed the slightest of graz- 
es and an abortive pursuit of the offender. 
A rare occasion when fabrication was met 
with castigation. 

Dida’s explicit example should have been 
used as the catalyst for a campaign to rid 
the game of fraud. An opportunity was lost 
by football officialdom to make a stand and 
no longer accept the calculated fibs of its 
heavily-paid constituents. 

Other simple measures like introducing a 
five minute moritorium for any player that 
leaves the pitch on a stretcher would help 
curb similar cynical instances. This would 
drastically reduce the instances of players 
leaping from the stretcher and returning 

to their feet unaffected having been carted 
from the pitch on a stretcher seemingly 
destined for the knackery. 

Gamesmanship is a lived with aspect of 
football. The late, irrelevant substitution. 
The calculated dawdle to the sidelines. The 
slow pirohette of applause and extended 
embrace of a replacement. But to any 
member of FIFA that saw Tianjin’s display, 
if you are genuine about the evolution and 
improvement of the game, here is your op- 
portunity to make a stance. 

And until then, all of us at Goal! Weekly 
sincerely wish a speedy recovery to Tian- 
jin’s injured stars.

In the face its Asian Champions 
League elimination the Central 
Coast Mariners confirm that Andre 
Gumprecht, Paul O’Grady, Greg 
Owens and Nick Rizzo will be fare- 
welled from the club ahead of the 
Hyundai A-League 2009/10 season.

League 2009 and made one appearance off 
the bench against Korean FA Cup holders 
Pohang Steelers on Match Day 5 of the 
Mariners’ Group H campaign. 

Gumprecht, O’Grady, Owens and Rizzo 
have each completed their training commit- 
ments with the Mariners and their depar- 
tures alongside that of Gold Coast United- 
bound midfielder Matthew Osman signals 
the beginning of the Mariners’ meticulous 
pre-season squad revamp that may yet 
include the signings of as many as six new 
Hyundai A-League squad members.

MANLY ON UNITED’S HEELS | 


Three of this week’s matches in the 
NSW Premier League were washed 
out, as Sydney received its most 
severe weather in months. Neverthe- 
less, it proved a crucial weekend in 
the league, as Sydney United’s lead, 
so imposing only three weeks ago, 
was cut to a single point. 

On Saturday, Manly United continued 
their superb run by beating the Sutherland 
Sharks 1-0 at Seymour Shaw.

Manly’s goal in the 36th minute, a sublime 
left-footed shot following a deflection.

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In a match which never quite got off the 
ground, Bonnyrigg saw off their hosts 
APIA-Leichhardt with a well-worked 
late goal. 

The away side started the stronger, and 
right-back Milan Zoric, on a run upfield, 
sent a shot just wide of goal in the third 
minute. On 10 minutes, there was action at 
the other end; a defensive error from Paul 
Cotte allowed APIA’s Jamie McMaster a 
clear run at goal, but Graeme Forbes got 
back in time to make a crucial tackle. Soon 
afterwards, former Adelaide United striker 
Robbie Younis had a glancing header held 
by Bonnyrigg keeper Nenad Vekic. 

The game was becoming bogged down 
in a succession of fouls, but on 15 minutes 
APIA should have taken the lead when 
Michael Hawrysiuk’s free kick was headed 
down to McMaster by Younis; the former 
Leeds United striker, however, couldn’t 
keep his shot under the bar. 

APIA began to rally. On 20 minutes, 
Hawrysiuk himself had a chance when 
Michael West’s cross from the left reached 
him, but he failed to find the target from 
close range. Younis, coming to life in 
patches, twisted past two defenders on the 
right just after the half-hour and sent a left- 
footed shot at goal, which curled around the 
far post. 

Domenic Cutri had come on for Bon- 
nyrigg as an early substitute for Jay Lucas, 
and he almost put the away side in front on 
39 minutes when he connected smartly with 
a diagonal ball in the inside-right channel: 
his first touch was heavy, however, and 


APIA keeper Phil Zabaks snuffed out the 
danger. 

If the patrons were hoping for better foot- 
ball after the break, disappointment awaited 
them. Franco Parisi, not nearly as influential 
as APIA coach Luke McGuire would have 
hoped, squandered a half-chance in the 
opening minute of the second period, and 
crossed from the right ten minutes later for 
McMaster to head wide. The next chance 
arrived at the other end, Daniel Willoughby 
finding space in the centre to fire a shot at 
goal from 25 yards, which whistled wide. 

The game rapidly deteriorated, as cheap 
turnovers and aimless long balls became the 
order of the day. But just as a 0-0 result was 
beginning to appear inevitable, the deadlock 
was broken.

South Hobart have only a slim chance 

of retaining their Forestry Tasmania 
Southern Premier League title after go- 
ing down 3-0 away to Kingborough Lions 
United at Lightwood Park on Saturday 
and dropping to third on the ladder.

In round eight’s most highly anticipated
